Reception of the President and Party— 
Beautiful Decorations. 

San Dineo, Cal., April 23.—The president 
and party spent two very pleasant hours in 
The entire popula- 
tion turned out to receive the chief magistrate 
and paid him every possible honor. The pro- 
gramme included breakfast at the Hotel del 
Coronado, a street parade and public exer- 
cises on the plaza. The beautiful square was 
profusely decorated, as were also most of the 
business houses along the route. Thousands 
of yards of bunting marked the line of march, 
and ships in the harbor were alive with 


streamers. 

The party was received by the committee 
of citizens, including Mayor Gunn, 
General Eli H. Murray, Governor Markham, 
Senator Felton and Governor Torres and 
staff, of Lower California, joined in welcoming 
the president and party. As the procession 
was passing the military barracks on H street, 
a national salute was fired. At one point of 
the march the procession — through a 
line of 2,500 gaily dressed school children who 
showered the president and Mrs. Harrison 
with flowers. 

Atthe Plaza addresses of welcome were 
made by Governor Markham, Mayor Gunn 
and Governor Torres, of Lower California, 
which were r nded toby President Harri- 
son, Secretary Rusk and Postmaster General 
Wanamaker. 

The pavilion at the Plaza where the exer- 
cises took place was a beautiful mass of flags 
and@/fiowers, and it is said so fine a floral dis- 
play was probably never before seen in this 
vicinity.

Mr. Stevens Talks About the Published In- 
terview with Mr. Cleveland. 

Sr. Lovis, April 23.—State Treasurer Lon 
Stevens returned from New York last evening. 
When asked this morning about the published 
interview between himself and ex-President 


‘Cleveland in reference to thé position of Mr. 


Cleveland to the silver question and the next 
presidential campaign, Mr. Stevens said: 

I regret very much indeed that so much 
has been gaid about the matter, and that I 
have been placed in so unpleasant a position 
in regard toit. I had not the slightest idea 
that Mr. Cleveland would have any objection 
whatever t use being made of what he said in 
the state from which I came or elsewhere.” 

Mr. Stevens was asked if the reports that 
have a ed were accurate. He replied: 

Not by any méans. I did net write a line 
of the interview that appearedin the New 
York papers, nor did I see it after it was 
Ifit had been submitted to meI 
would have struck out fully one-half of it. It 
contained much that Mr. Cleve- 
land said, but also what he did not 
say, and if I had known just what 
its tenor was to be, I would have removed 
many of its embellishments. Mr. Cleveland 
did not announce himself as a candidate at 
all, butspoke as a private citizen. When I 
asked him what he would do in case he was 
president and the free coinage bill was 
presented to him, he laughed and tnrned the 
question by saying that it wasa long time 
until 1894. I would prefer not to particularize

him further than to state thatif it had been 
submitted to me I would have struck out 
about one-half of it.’’ 


. JUSTICE LAMAR AS A LEOTURER. 


He Talks tothe Sunday School Class of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. 


WASHINGTON, Apri! 20.—Justice Lamar of 
the supreme court appeared in a new role yes- 
terday as a lecturer before the Sunday after- 
noon class of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. The announcement that he was to 
speak attracted a large crowd to the lecture 
room, drawn there as much from curiosity to 
gee the ex-senator, who appears so seldom in 
public, as tolearn his religious belief, a sub- 
ject upon which he rarely talks, even to his 
most intimate friends. 

To many persons in yesterday’s audience, 
the changed appearance of the eminent 
southern statesman wasashock. He hasaged 
very perceptibiy in the past few years, and is 
now a thin, stoop-shouldered man, with flesh- 
less cheeks, to which the skin hangs in folds; 
long, thin, gray hair, claw-like hands, and a 
general air of feebleness. His talk to the 
young men yesterday was a most interesting 
one, delivered in a solemn and impressive 
— almost suggestive of divine inspira- 

on. 

Justice Lamar dwelt upon three occasions 
in his life when he had listened to religious 
addresses which had made a deep and lasting 
impression upon his mind. In after years, 
when he had been perplexed and oppressed, 
the recollectionfof the words of Christian faith 
uttered on these occasions had come to him 
and given him strength. He had a hesitancy 
about a ublicly of his personal expe- 
riences, but he always desired to show his col- 
ors, and he would simply add that he believed 
there was a God, who was’ infinitely great and 
merciful, and he believed in his holiness, jus- 
tice and goodness. The justice closed his ad- 
eg by reading a portion of a chapter of St. 
aul. 


PHOSPHATE |MINING IN THE SOUTH. 


Its Rapid Development—The Money In- 
_vested in the Work Done. 


BALTIMORE, April 23.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record of this week publishes the full history 
of the development of the phosphate mining 
interest of Florida and South Carolina. Since 
1889, when one company commenced to mine 
phosphate rock in Florida on a small scale, 
this industry has developed with wonderful 
rapidity, and investments in phosphate lands 
have been on an enormous scaié. The Manu- 
facturers’ Recor€ list of,companies now oper- 
ating there shows that over $12,000,000 has 
been invested within two years. and 
that these companies now havea ey capacity 
of 2,000 tons of phosphate rock, which will 
be increased shortly to 3,000 tons by the com- 
pletion of mining plants now under counstruc- 
tion. In addition to these companies fifty-one 
others, with an aggregate capital stock of over 
$21,000,000, have n incorporated to develop 

hosphate lands, but are not yet at work. In 
South Carolina there are twenty-eight phos- 
phate mining companies, with an aggregate 
capital of $6,510,000, and the production last 
year was 537,149 tons. There are also eighteen 
fertilizer manufacturing companies in that 
state, having a capital of nearly $5,000,000. 


DEATH OF PEYTON RANDOLPH. 


A Well-Known ‘Railroad Official Breathes 
His Last. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Major Peyton Ran- 
dolph, third vice president of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad, died at his home in this city at 
midnight last night. Major Randolph was born in 
1883 near Winchester, Va. 

Major Randolph was a Virginien of the famous 
family of that name, and during the war was a 
gallant soldier in the confederatearmy. His rail- 
road career began on the Virginia Midland, of 
which road he was general manager when it was 
merged into the Richmond and  Dan- 
ville system. Then he served as assistant 

neral manager of the system during the admin- 

strations of Colonel Talcott, Colonel Rives and 
Mr. Thomas. When Mr. Thomas went to the Erie 
road he was succeeded as general manager of the 
Richmond and Danville by Major Rando ph. This 
position Major Randoiph held until last year, 
when, on account of failing health, he resigned, 
and was elected third vice president of the sys- 


- tem. 


The Sun’s Cotton Keview. 

New Yor«,April 23.—Futures opened at a sharp 
decline, quickly recovered, made some advance, 
slightly declined, closing feverishly unsettled at 
partially one point decline or near, and three to 
four points decline on late months from yester- 
day’s closing prices.

HAVING A ROUGH TIME 


EVICTING THE STRIKERS IN THE 
COKE REGIONS. : 


SEVERAL DESPERATE STRUGGLES. 


A Woman Cuts a Sheriff with an Ax, and 
He Shoots Her—A Hungarian 
Shot in the Mouth. 


SCOTTDALE, Pa., April 23.—The latest con- 
cerning the riot at the Adelaide plant of thé 
Frick Company last night is that none of the 
parties injured will die. Of the two women 
hurt, one was shot through the shoulder and 
the other received a scaip-wound. The pbysi- 
cian says that both will recover with proper 
cate in a few days. The story that one 
woman would be paralyzed for life is without 
foundation. Itis now certainly known that 
the woman most seriously wounded was shot 
by her lover, a burly Hun, whom she tried to 
save. The same Hun shot Sheriff Mc- 
Cormick in the hand. After the shooting the 
Hun swam the Youghiogheny river and ¢s- 


caped, He is still at liberty. 


Sheriff McCormick is badly injured. He 
says he is satisfied that, if it had not been for 
the timely arrival of troops, he believes he 
and his deputies would all have been killed. 

ALL QUIBT AT ADELAIDE. 

At noon today all is quiet at Adelaide, and 
no trouble is reported from other parts of the 
region. Half of Company C has been de- 
tained at Adelaide plant, and will see that 


~ 


order is maintained. The men returned to, 


work at the plant as usual this morning, and 
did not seem in the least alarmed. The Frick 
and McClure companies claim that the num- 
berof men going to work is increasing, and 
by the last of the week they expect to take all 
the coke they have orders for. 

At Leisenring No. 2 Pinkertons are in 
charge, and nothing can be learned of the situa- 
tion. The seven days’ notices given the 
strikers at Painter and Diamond works of the 
McClure Company expire today. If the men 
do not return to work,the sheriff will be called 
upon this evening to evict them. 

TROUBLE AT LEISENRING. 

Shortly after noon today Sheriff McCormick, 
with his deputies, began making the evictions 
at Leisenring No.3. While attending to his 
duties,a Hungarian woman named Glasko 
shot him, the ball inflicting a painful flesh 
wound in the hand. The sheriff grappled 
with the woman and wrested the revolver from 
her. Theinfuriated woman then secured an 


‘ax, and as the sheriff persisted-in his attempt 


to evict the woman, she attacked him with the 
weapon, giving him an ugly cut on the foot. 
McCormick then drew his revolver and shot 
the woman in the leg. 

SHOT HIM IN THE MOUTH. 

By this time a great crowd of strikers had 
gathered, and one Hungarian made for the 
sheriff. McCormick pluckily stood his ground, 
and shot the maninthemouth. The deputies 
were gathered in a knot by this time, and the 
evictions were carried through. It is not be- 
lieved that any one of the three parties shot is 
fatally injured. 


BARRICADES ON THE TRACK. 


The Street Car Strikers in Detroit Keep- 
ing the Policemen Busy. 

Drrroit, Mich., April 23.—The street car 
strikers presented a stronger front this morn- 
ing than at any time during the trouble. The 
men were exceedingly active during the 
night, and evidently persuaded all those still 
remaining faithful to desert their posts this 
morning. The roads are closed up tonight, only 
one trip having been made on the Woodward 
avenue road. The spirit of destruction was 
also abroad during the night, and rails were 
torn upin places. On most of the lines in the 
city barricades of blocks in length were put on 
the rails during the night. 

Patrol wagons were kept going from place 
to place, but as they approached the scene of 
some disorder, the crowd disappeared. The 
police department was totally unable to cope 
with the trouble, as the men were dispersed in 
crowds all over the city. 

A conference was heldthis aftornoon be- 
tween tbe police department, the sheriff and 
the city railway officials, and it was decided 
to give the company the support of the whole 
police department and the sheriff’s §force to 
enable them to runcars. Nearly the whole 
force was out this afternoon, to keep order 
during the monster labor parade of the shoe- 
makers and stove moulders. 

THE CARS OBSTRUCTED. 


After the parade passed,it was decided to start , 


ten cars for the evening service on Woodward 
avenue. The first car got away all right, fol- 
lowed by a patrol wagon containing ten offi- 
cers. The second car started immediately 
after, without the accompanying protection, 
however, and the strikers threw it on its side 
and across the travk. The attempt to start 
cars was then given up, but the first one out 
continued its perilous course, being the target 
of anything handy tothe strikers the whole 
length of the avenue, and meeting with the 
jeers and taunts of the strikers as it passed along. 
Two policemen were on every corner the 
whole length of the route and the car event- 
ually reached the river front in safety. 

THE DOGCART WAS SMASHED. 

On the attempt to start for the return trip, 
there was a very exciting scene. A burly man 
sat in a dogeart directly across the track. A 
policeman Jed his horse away. The man 
whipped up his horse, ovortook the car and 
stopped across the track again, directly in 
front of the street car team. His cart was 
smashed and he was thrown to the ground. 
He was finally overpowered and taken to the 
station. Asthe car kept onits way, a small 
crowd sent only a few stones as a parting 
salute. 

ANOTHER CAR STOPPED. 

A car which had been lying at the river 
front all day, wasthen started up the hill. 
W ord was quickly passed, andin a short time a 
mob of 15,000 people packed the broad avenue 
from the north side of Jefferson avenue down 
to the river. The car started up the hill at 
break-neck speed. The mob closed about the 
door. A man leaped from among the crowd 
and grasped the team’s bridles. The driver 
whipped his horses. The man was dragged 
from his feet and pulled all the way across the 
street, but he held on, ran the horses into a 
buggy and stopped the car. 

THE TREASURER IN DANGER. 

In the meantime a number of buggies, 
trucks, etc., had been run across the tracks. 
A dozen policemen on the car tried to remove 
them, but could not. Then Strathearn Hen- 
drie, treasurer of the company, “got upon the 
front platform with the driver. ling a big 
revolver from his pocket, he pointed it threat- 
eningly at the mob. Immediately cries of 
“Kill him!” “Hang him!”’ eté., went up. 
Bricks began to fly through the car windows, 
and it looked asif the car, driver, policemen, 
Hendrie and all would be torn to pieces. 
Hendrie’s discretion got the better of his valor 
then, and the car was started back to the river. 

The strikers pursued it, and, unhitching the 
horses, tried to run the carinto the river. A 
ferry boat coming into the dock just at that 
moment, prevented them from carrying out 
their design.

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IT MADE ROME TREMBLE. 


EXPLOSION OF A POWDER MAG- 
AZINE 


WITH HUNDREDS OF TONS OF POWDER. 


Large Bulldings in the Ancient City Shaken 
from Their Foundations—The 
Terror-Stricken People. 


Rome, April 23.—About 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing «a tremendous explosion shook this 
city to its foundation, spreading terror 
and dismay on all sides. People rushed af- 
frighted from their houses into the streets; 
houses rocked, pictures fell from the walls, 
thousands of panes of glass were broken every- 
where, crockery shattered, furniture over- 
turned, chimneys ¢rashed down upon the roofs, 
and, in some instances, toppled over into the 
streets below. 

A cupola of the houses of parliament, imme- 
diately after the explosion, shook violently 
and then collapsed with a crash, which added 
still further to the feeling of horror which had 
spread through Rome. 

The scenes in the streets and, in houses 
after this explosion have possibly never 
before been equaled in dramatic effect during 
the history of modern Rome. All _ the 
thoroughfares were strewn with bricks, stones, 
splinters and other debris hurled there by the 
force of the powerful concussion which had 
caused Rome to totter on its foundations. 

THEY RUSHED INTO THE STREBTS. 

People of all ages and conditions rushed 
pale with fear about the streets, trying to seek 
consolation from others who were as 
thoroughly terrified themselves. In the 
houses doors, windows and cupboards 
bursted open, and tables, chairs and other 
pieces of furniture were thrown crashing to 
the floor. Rents and cracks appeared in the 
walls, plaster fell from the ceilings and 
general desolation prevailed. In many in- 
stances people were jerked from _ their 
beds by the shock, which caused so much 
alarm, and cries of terror filled the air’ as 
thousands of families rushed out into the 
streets. 

Many left their homes in their night dresses 
andin other stages of undress. Parents with 
their children in their arms—children leading 
aged parents, the younger helping the elder— 
all made for streets as if their only chance of 
safety depended upon their being able to reach 
the open air. 

The general opinion prevailed that Rome 
had been visited by an earthquake shock, and 


that a second shock might reduce the city tos 


ruins. Many, fell upon their knees and prayed 
aloud. 
LOOKING AT THE RUINS. 

Finally, when something like orderjhad been 
restored, the real cause of the explosion be- 
came known. It was discovered that the im- 
mense powder magazine at{Piazza Pantaleo, 
four kilometers from here, exploded, and that 
it had caused an enormous damage to a neigh- 
boring fort, which was filled with soldiers. 

Reports of the affair which have reached 
here add that, happily, the officer in command 
of the fort heard a rumbling sound previous to 
the final explosion and hastily ordering the 
soldies to leave the fort, he succeeded in avert- 
ing a terrible disaster. As it was, several 
peasants in the vicinity of the scene of the ex- 
plosion were killed outright and a number of 
others more or less injured. 

As this dispatch is sent, Kingf/Humbert and 
his nen | staff, accompanied by the Italian 

remier, Marquis di Rudini, and by all. mem- 
sone of the Italian cabinet, have left this city 
for the sceng of the disaster. 

Around the ruins of the powder magazine 
and the fort a cordon of troops has been 
drawn in order to keep back the crowds of 
people who, now that the cause of the explo- 
sion is known, have flockedjto!/Pozzo Panteleo 
to see the powder-blackened ruins. 

The troops, however. have instructions not 
to allow any civilians to pass through the 
cordon until the Official investigation now 
being made into the origin of the explosion 
has been completed. 

All houses within the radius of a kilometer 
of the scene of the explosion were seriously 
damaged. Two officers were dangerously 
wounded, and fully 120 civilians have been 
taken to the different hospitals, suffering from 
wounds or bruises caused by the explosion. 

THE KING CHEERED. 

King Humbert, who was heartily cheered 
whenever his presence became known to the 
people and soldiery, used his own carriage to 
convey the wounded people to the hospitals— 
a fact which won him. redoubled applause 
when it became generally known. 

The races, which included the Italian derby, 
which were to have been run this afternoon, 
have been postponed on account of the ex- 
plosion. 

DAMAGE TO THE VATICAN. 

The shock did not spare the vatican. That 

venerated pile shook with the restof the 

foman buildings when the force of the ex- 
plosion was felt, and several famous historical 
stained glass windows of old buildings were 
shatiered. Windows in the ancient Raphael 
chambers, and stained glass in the royal 
staircase, presented to Pope Pius IX by the 
king of Bavaria, were also seriously injured. 

Naturally, the full amount of damage done 
is not known at present, and, possibly, may 
never be known, but all accounts agree that 
the loss is very severe, the interiors of many 
of the old palaces and churches having suffered 
to a greater or lesser extent. 

The exact number of killed and wounded is 
also unknown at present. 

Another report Yays five people have been 
killed in addition to the large number 
wounded already mentioned, and ‘that forty 
small houses have been reduced to heaps of 
ruins by the shock following the explosion. 

The magazine contained 250 tons of powder. 
The cause of the explosion is a mystery. 

SEVEN LIVES WERE LOST. 

It is now learned that seven lives were lost, 
forty-eight persons were injured and 200 per- 
sonsin this city were slightly hurt. There 
were 265 tons of powder in the magazine, but 
none of the new explosive, balestite, was stored 
there. . 

King Humbert received an ovation on 
visiting the hospital, where the injured are 
being cared for. 

Rumors that the explosion avas of anarchist 
origin are without foundation. The ofticia) 
report s@ys that inauiries made on the spot 
tend to show that the explosion wag purely 
accidental. 


STATING THEIR CASE, 


The Newfonndland Delegation Before 
Parliament. 

Lonpox, April 23.—The expectation of so 
rare and important an event as the representa- 
tives of a colony being heard at the bar of the 
house attracted an unusually large number of 


spectators to the house of lords. The seats in- 


side the galleries were filled with peeresses, 
and the galleries assigned to members of the 
house of commons were largely occupied. Be- 
hind.and around the bar groups of favored la- 
dies gave an unusual aspect of liveliness to the 
customary dullness of the chamber. 

There was a full attendance of peers, and 
the prince of Wales and Prince Albert Victor 
sat together on a cross bench. On the steps of 
the throne were seated Lord Lorne, Sir John 
Gorst, political secretary of the India office; 
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the colonial office ; Postmaster General Raikes, 
Sir Henry James and other leading members 
of the house of commons. 

THE TROUBLE WITH PORTUGAL. 

Lord Salisbury, in answer to an interpella- 
tion regarding the action of the Portuguese 
authorities interfering with Sir John Wil- 
loughby’s expedition on the Pengive river,said 
that members of the English expedition had 
been treated in a manner not consistent with 
the engagements of the Portuguese govern- 
ment. Lord Salisbury added that the de- 
meanor of the Portuguese officials in Africa 
corresponded go little with the assurances 
given by the Lisbon government that it had 
been decided to send three British warships to 
the mouth of the Pengive river. The state- 
ment of the prime minister was greeted with 
cries of ‘‘Hear! Hear!’’ 

Lord Salisbury said that the men-of-war sent 
to Pengive river would not be large, bat 
would be sufficient for the purpose, the 
Portuguese minister having intimated that 
his government had ordered the removal 
of obstacles to free passage into the interior 
by the Pengive river. 

Lord Salisbury proposed that Great 
Britain appoint a consul to see that the modus 
vivendi was observed, and said that the 
government would send a naval officer to act 
in that cdpacity. [Hear! Hear]. 

Lord Dunraven then moved that the New- 
foundiand delegates be heard at the bar of the 
house. Lord Dunraven quoted precedents 
sustaining their claim to appear at the bar. 

THE NEWFOUNDLANDERS SPEAK. 

Lord Knutsford, secretary of state for the 
colonial department, gave his assent to Dun- 
raven’s motion, and five Newfoundlanders, 
headed by Premier Sir William Whiteway 
were admitted. Whiteway as spokesman pre- 
sented the case of the colony. After a his- 
torical review of events from the time New- 
foundland became a British possession he con- 
cluded with the following proposals, which he 
said, ought, in the opinion of the delegates and 
in the opinion of the people of Newfoundland 
to be accepted by the imperial government as 
a solution of the difficulties now existing; 
that the Newfoundland legislature pass im- 
mediately an act authorizing the execution for 
this year of the modus vivendi, and of the 
award of an arbitration commission together 
with all the treaties and declarations under 
instructions from the queen in council. 

The further progress of the Knutsford bill 
will be deferred until the passage of the above 
act, and the present arbitration agreement 
will not be allowed to operate beyond the 
lobster question, without obtaining the prior 
consent of the colony of Newfoundland, in 
which case the colony shall be represented on 
the commission. The colony of New- 
foundiand desires that the agreement be for 
unconditional arbitration on all points that 
either party can raise under the treaties. 

If this can be arranged between Great 
Britain and France, Newfoundland will ask to 
be represented upon the arbitration commis- 
sion, and will pass an act to enforce the execu- 
tion of the awards of the commission. 

Mr. Whiteway added that the Newfound- 
land delegates regret that up tothe present 
moment these proposals have not only not 
been accepted, but that no hope has been held 
out that they ever wil! be accepted. Their 
adoption, he said, would immediately cause 
the excitement at present existing in New- 
foundiand to subside, and would induce peace 
under conditions which would make co- 
ercion by warships extremely difficult, Mr. 
Whiteway added that if the Knutsford bill be- 
came a law it will have been forced upon a re- 
sentful people, but if the pe meres of the New- 
foundland delegates were adopted every good 
object of the bill would be easily and pleas- 
antly attained. The enactment of the bill 
would leave a rankling wound in the hearts of 
the colonists, and would establish a precedent 
which would ever give afeeling of insecurity 
to every self-governing colony. 

‘‘In offering, on behalf of the colonial legis- 
lature, to enact laws providing for the honor- 
able fulfillment of obligations of an exceed- 
ingly odious kind, we are animated by a spirit 
of patriotism and devotion to the empire. Per- 
sistence in the passage of the bill, therefore, 
will be a poor return for that faith in the par- 
liament which animated the Newfoundland 
legislature in sending us to the bar of the 
house of lords.’’ 

THE WILL CONSIDER IT. 

Mr. Whiteway was listened to throughout 
with keen attention. Lord Knutsford, at the 
conclusion of the Newfoundland . premier’s 
remarks, in moving to adjourn the second 
reading. of his Newfoundland coercive bill 
until Monday, referred in terms of warm praise 
to the very able speech made by Whiteway. 

This adjournment was in order to give the 
government time to fully consider the repre- 
sentations made by the Newfoundland 
delegates. Should the delegates be unsuccess- 
ful in their appeal to the house of lords, they 
intend to apply for a hearing before the house 
of commons. 

WHAT LONDON PAPERS SAY. 

Lonpon, April 24.—The Post, in an edi- 
torial on the hearing of the Newfdundland 


delegates at the bar of the house of lords, says’ 


that Sir William Whiteway has not made out 
a very substantial case. The News says that 
the Newfoundland premier presented a tem- 
perate statement which deserves the fullest 
attention of the government and of the coun- 


try. 


THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer Makes 
His Report. 

Lonpon, April 23.—The budget was submit- 
ted to the house of commons this afternoon by 
Mr. Goschen, chancellor of the exchequer. 
Mr. Goschen said that there was an excess of 
£1,760,000 over the surplus which he suggested 
in 1890. He added, however, that there was 
no certainty that the progressive increase 
would be maintained, as the needs of Ireland 
had increased the expenditure by £200,000, 


BARON FAVA’S REPORT. 


He Says There Is No Way Out of the 
Difficulty. 

Paris, April 23.—A dispatch to the Temps 
from Rome says that Baron Fava in his report 
to Marguis Rudini, on the New Orleans 
lynching, expresses the belief that there is no 
way out of the situation, as the federal gov- 
ernment has no power to give Italy the satis- 
faction demanded. 


WILL REPORT SHORTLY. 


The Grand Jury at New Orleans Closing Up

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AMERICAN GEMS. 
Where and How They Are Found—A 
New Industry Explored. 

WasnHineron, April 23.—An agent of the 
census office has been exploring a new field. 
He has been tinding interesting facts about 
the production of precious stones in the United 
States, something no preceding census took 
into account. , a 

Turquoise, which was worked by the Aztecs 
before the advent of the Spaniards and since 
then by the Pueblo Indians, and ly used 
by them for ornaments and as an article of ex- 
change, is now systematically mined near Los 
Cerrillos, N. M. Its color is blue, and its hard- 
ness is fuliy equal to that of the Persian, or 
slightly greater, owing to impurities, but it 
lacks the softness of color belonging to the 
Persian uoise. From time immemorial 
this material has been rudely mined by the 
Indians. Their method to pour cold water on 
the rocks after previously heating them by 
fires built against them. This process gener- 
ally deteriorates the color of the stone to some 
extent, tending to change it is a green. The 
Indians barter turquoise with the Navajo, 
Apache, Zuni, San Felipe and other New 
Mexican tribes for their baskets; blankets, 
silver ornaments and ponies. 

The tinest garnets and nearly all the peri- 
dots found in the United States are obtained 
in the Navajo nation, in the northwestern 
part of Mexico and the northeastern part of 
Arizona, where they are collected from ant 
hills and scorpion nests, by Indians and by the 
soldiers stationed at adjacent forta. Generally 
these gems are traded for stores tothe mer- 
chants at Gallup, Fort Defiance, Fort Win- 
gate, whoin turn send them to large cities in 
the east in parcels weighing from half an 
ounce to thirty or forty pounds each. 
These garnets, which are locally 
known as Arizona and New 
Mexico rubies are the finest in the world, 
rivaling those from the Cape of Good Hope. 
Fine gems weighing from two to three carets 
each and upward when cut are not uncommon. 
The peridots found associated with garnets 
are generally four or five times as large, and 
from their pitted and irregular appearance 
have been called ‘‘Job’s tears.”” They can be 
cut into gems weighing three or four carets 
each, but do not approach those from the 
Levant either in size or color. 

In Arkansas, especially in Garland and 
Montgomery counties, rock crystals are found 
lining cavities of variable size, and in one in- 
stance thirty tons of crystals were found ina 
single cavity. These crystals are mined by 
the farmers in their spare time and sold on the 
streets of Hot Springs, their value amountin 
to some $10,000 annually. Several thousan 
dpliars’ worth are cut from quartz into charms 
and faceted stones, although ten times that 
amount of paste or imitation diamonds are 
sold as Arkansas crystals. 

The well-known agatized and jasperized 
wood of Arizona is so much richer in color 
than that obtained from any other known 
ocality that, since the problem of. cutting and 

olishing the large sections used for table 
_ and other ornamental purposes was 
olved, fully $50,000 worth of the rough ma- 
erial has been gathered, and over $100,000 
worth of it has been cut and polished. This 
wood, which was a very prominent feature of 
the Paris exposition, promises to become one 
of our richest ornamental materials. 

Of the. corundum gems (sapphire, ruby and 
other colored varieties) no sapphires of fine 
blue color and no rubies of fine red color have 
been found. The only locality which has been 
at all prolific tis the placer ground between 
Raby and El Dorado bars, on the Missouri 
river, sixteen miles east of Helena, Mont. 
Here sapphires are found in_ glacial 
auriferous gravels while sluicing for gold, 
and until now have been considered only 
a by-product. Up to the present time they 
have never been systematically mined. In 
1889 one company took the option on 4,000 
acres of the river banks, and several smaller 
companies have since been formed with a view 
of mining for these gems alone or in connection 
with wold. The.colors of the gems obtained, 
although beautiful and interesting, are not the 
standard blue orred shades generally de- 
manded by the public. 

A. very limited number of diamonds has 
been found in this country. They are met 
with in well-defined districts of California, 
North Carolina, Georgia, and recently in Wis- 
consin, but up to the present time the dis 
coveries have been rare and purely accidental- 

Chlorastrolite in pebbles is  principaily. 
found on the inside and outside shores of Rock * 
harbor, a harbor about eight milesin length 
on the east end of Isle Royale, Lake Superior, 
where they occur from the size of a pin head 
to, rarely, the size of a cae egg. When 
larger thana pea they frequently are very 
poorinformor are hollow in fact, and unfit 
for cutting into gems. They are collected in a 
desultory manner, and are sold by the jewelers 
of Duluth, Petoskey, and other cities, princi- 
pally to visitors. The annual sale ranges 
from $200 to $1,000. 

Thomsonite in pebbles occurs with the 
chlorastrolite at Isle Royale, but finer stones 
are found on the beach at Grand Marais, 
Cook county, Minnesota. Like the chloras- 
trolites a J result from the weathering of 
the amygdaloid rock, in which they occur as 
small nodules, and in the same manner are 
sold by jewelers in the cities bordering on 
Lake Superior to the extent of $200 to $1,000 
worth annually. 

At New Milford, Conn., a property was ex- 
tensively worked from October, 1885, to May, 
1886, for mica and beryl The beryls were 
yellow, green, blue, and white fin color, the 
former being sold under the name of “‘golden 
beryl.”” No work has been done at the mine 
since then. In 1886 and 1887 there were about 
4,000 stones cut and sold for some $15,000, the * 
cutting of which cost about $3,000. 

The production of precious stones in this 
country in 1889 amounted to $188,000.

An Interviewer Headed Off. 

The point of interest in Mr. Cleveland’s 
alleged conversation with Mr. Stephens, of 
Missouri, was the remark thatif he were 
elected president in 1892 a free coinage bill 
could not reach him until 1894, and by that 
time the situation might be so changed as to 
justify his approval. In such a remark there 
is to be found not only wisdom, but that some- 
what rare faculty known as political gump- 
tion. If Mr. Cleveland were really a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination, he 
would undoubtedly permit such a remark to 
stand, for in its point and application it in- 
volves the very essence of statesmanship. 

For some reason or other, however—pos- 
sibly because he is heartily sick and tired of 
the turmoil of politics—Mr. Cleveland prac- 
tically repudiates the statements of Mr. 
Stephens. He does not absolutely deny that 
he had a conversation on the silver question 
with Mr. Stephens, but he gives the public 
to understand that the report of the conver- 
sation is untrustworthy. 

There is one statement inthe reported 
conversation which could never have been 
credited to Mr. Cleveland if he had not de- 
liberately adopted the republican theory of 
finance. This is the quotation: 

When the law was passed providing for the 
coinage of $2,000,000 per month I feared the result, 
tor I thought it would prove an injury to the bus- 
ness interests of the country for the time at least. 
However, the law proved a benefit, for, contrary 
so my opinion, the country was ready for the 
change. When the present law providing for. $4,- 
$00,000 per month was passed, I thought the meas- 
are too radical, and that it might have the effect 
of driving gold out of the country; but in this I 
was mistaken, and both those opposed, as well as 
those in favor of free coinage, believe that the 
present law is a wise one, in sofar that the coun- 
try has benefited by it. 

This statement, we say, would never have 
been attributed to Mr. Cleveland by the 
newspapers but for the fact that he is in 
sympathy with the republicans and the gold- 
bugs on the silver question. Even under 
these circumstances, a careful editor would 
have been suspicious of a statement which 
makes Mr. Cleveland say that the Sherman 
law provides for the coinage of $4,500,000 a 
month, and that the law isa wise one. As 
& matter of fact, the Sherman law provides 
for the total cessation of silver coinage. The 
jemocrats in congress opposed the law, and 
no democrat believes that it is a wise meas- 
ek : 

For the rest, it is entirely superfluous for 
Mr. Cleveland to take the trouble to deny 
the reports of interviews which credit him 
with modifying his views on the silver ques- 
tion. Itis well known that heis nota 
modifier. He has convictions and the cour- 
tge necessary to maintain them. 


The Locust Plague. 

In this country we know something of 
the grasshopper pest and its disastrous re- 
sults. The locusts of Egypt are associated 
with the rescue of the children of Israel 
from bondage. The terrible effects of the 
ocust plague are being illustrated in the 
northern and fruitful part of the dark conti- 
nent. The New York Tribune says: 


For the devastation of the countries traversed 
xy these insects is even worse and more complete 
shan could be accomplished by a conquering army, 
or, in fact, by any human agency. They trans- 
‘orm the districts over which they pass from fer- 
ile fields and luxuriant pastures into howling 
jeserts. Even the towns and villages are depopu- 
ated by the advarce of these all-ravaging invad- 
8, which the Arabs describe as “the scourge of 
Allah.” For so complete is their work of destruc- 
don that they leave nothing except starvation 
both for man and beast in their track. 

The Bedouins, who brought the most-recent con- 
Srmation of the imminence of the peril, declare 
that they rode for a distance of more than sixty 
miles through swarms of locusts so dense as to 
»bscure the light of day. Official reports of the 
french authorities in Algeria describe one of the 
twarms near Heraoula as almost ten miles in 
ength and nearly a thousand fect in height, and 
‘48 totally concealing the range of hills in the vi- 
tinity. Another swarm of equa! size is reported 
to hav® reached the Moorish city of Marakesh, 
whose fugitive inhabitants assert that neither 
shey nor their fathers have ever witnessed such 
jesolation as is being caused by these insects. 


Spain Steps Forward 

The advocates of proper Sabbath legisla- 
‘ion in this country will congratulate Spain 
apon her latest step in that direction. 

It seems that the government has intro- 

_fuced in the Cortes a measure prohibiting 
Sunday labor for all persons under eighteen, 
ind for adults also, unless expressly stipu- 
ated in the contract. The bill prohibits 
Sunday labor in works carried on under 
municipal or state contracts. 

While this proposed legislation is not all 
that it shovld be, it isa very encouraging 
sign.

The Oppression of Bad Roads. 

It is undoubtedly true that, when the 
farmers begin to consider the crying neces- 
sity for better and more permanent public 
roads, they also take into consideration the 
cost which is to come out of their pockets 
in the shape of taxation. A superficial view 
of the subject translates this taxation into a 
hardship which is not easily borne, for the 
reason that is palpable and direct. This is 
the view taken by nine out of ten men. 

And yet the worst, and the most oppres- 
sive (because the most continuous) taxation 
which the farmers of Georgia and the south 
have to endure is that imposed on them by 
bad roads. This is not a mere theory of 
newspaper editors. The fact has been dem- 
Onstrated by some-of the more practical 
farmers themselves. It may be said that 
the tax imposed by bad roads is an indirect 
one; in other words, that, while the farmers 
pay the tax, they do not know why they 
pay it. 

We have recently seen a very practical 
illustration of the work of the bold but in- 
sidious tax gatherer who collects on behalf 
of bad roads. If 100 farmers, using the 
bad and hilly roads of the present day, re- 
quire an average of 150 days’ work of one 
horse each to market their produce, they 
would be able, by taking heavier loads on a 
permanent roadway, to haul the same prod- 
uce in eighty-two and one-half days each. 
The difference need not be dwelt on. Each 
of our farmer readers can estimate the sav- 
ing for himself. The tax they are now 
compelled to pay amounts to the earnings 
of a man and horse for seventy-eight days. 

The loss in Pennsylvania on account of 
bad roads is set down at $4,000,000 a year, 
and the roads in that state are no worse 
than, if indeed they are as bad as, those of 
Georgia. It is this sort of information that 
is calculated to show our farmers where a 
considerable portion of their profits go. 


A Mistake. 

The Nashville American, in the course of 
a thoughtful, elaborate and sensible edito- 
rial on southern newspapers, makes one 
mistake, 

Our contemporary says that southern edi- 
torial salaries, as a rule, are too insignificant 
to attract the trained scholar, and men of 
striking natural capacity come forward to 
do the work, tempted by the immediate re- 
ward. 

This would imply that trained scholars in 
the south are so much better paid in other 
lines of employment that they shun journal- 
ism. So far as our observation goes, this is 
not the case. Most of the trained scholars 
whose names occur to us are working for 
very small salaries, unless they have capital 
or influential friends to aid them. From 
this very class come the men who from time 
to time seek editorial positions at absurdly 
low salaries. On the other hand, men of 
striking natural capacity do not care to tie 
themselves down to a desk for a bare living. 
Many take their natural capacity to a better 
market. Beginning at the bottom of the 
ladder, they take advantage of our rapid 
material develépment to push their way to 
the front in commerce, manufacturing, min- 


ing and real estate, and make a record as 


town builders and speculators. 

In this busy, money-loving age the man of 
striking natural capacity is more in demand 
than the trained scholar. He accomplishes 
more, makes more money, and gets there 
quicker. 

Perhaps when wealth accumulates and 
our people have more leisure, these condi- 
tions will be reversed or modified. . But not 
in this generation. 

Still, we do not wish to be understood as 
disagreeing with The American upon the 
main points in its editorial. The editorial 
page is such a power in southern journalism 
that every judicious suggestion for its im 
provement should be favorably considered. 
Sometime in the future The American’s 
ideal southern editorial page may take shape 
and substance. 


Not Overstocked. 

The republican plutocrats are still talking 
about overproduction. They say that we 
must reach out for the South American 
markets. because our home market is over- 
stocked. 

It may look that way to capitalists, but 
the masses see the situation in a different 
light. Asa writer in’ The San Francisco 
Argonaut puts it, why should our manu- 
facturers go to Brazil and other foreign 
countries for a market, when there are 
millions of farmers and artisans in our own 
country who are anxious to buy from them, 
and cannot do so on account of the fact that 
they are kept at the point of starvation? 
We have not yet manufactured more than 
our own people would consume if they had 
the money to pay for the goods. If the 


the masses have been reduced tosuch a state 
of poverty that they cannot buy, and not 
because they have been supplied with all 
they want. Give the people a reasonable 
per capita circulation, and they will consume 
double the quantity of manufactured goods 
they now use. 

Trade languishes, and our great industries 
move cautiously. This is the result of 
having too many people and too little money. 
If we had anything like the per capita cir- 
culation that we had twenty years ago there 
would be no complaint of overproduction, 
and the business of the country would move 
smoothly along. But under our vicious 
national banking system, with a financial 
machine run in the interests of Wall street, 
and @ government draining the pockets of 
the people, we cannot expect anything 
better than poverty as a rule and comfort as 
the exception. The restoration of the 
double standard of gold and silver and the 
substitution of state local banks of issue for 
the national banks would in a short time 
provide the-country with sufficient currency 
to meet the demands of business, and enable 
the home market to purchase what we man- 
ufacture. 3

Under this heading, The New York Com- 
mercial Bulletin prints the following: 

There has recently eurrent considerable 
talk in regard to the iftroduction of ramie cloth 
as a substitute for jute bagging, and it has also 
been said that the southern Farmers’ Alliances 
have a project on foot for utilizing the new cloth 
as a covering for cotton. ’ 

A gentleman who has been one of the most active 
experimenters with ramie was conversed with 
yesterday in reference to the matter. In reply to 


the questions he said: 
I should call the whole matter rot. 


In the first 


jute, and in the next place it cannot be manu- 
factured into any kind ef cloth that will at. all 
compete with jute. If there is to be any competi- 
tion at all on the part of ramie cloth, it will be 
with silk. That is the article it most resembles, 
and if it can be utilized it will make a good 
mixture. I have spentmuch time and money in 
experimenting with ramie, and I am convinced of 
one thing—the machinery has not yet been in- 
| vented that will work the ramie grass. It requires 
machinery as delicate as silk; but the trouble is 
that while nearly as fine as silk ramie is too 
strong, and where it becomes entangled the ma- 
«whinery is the first to break. Efforts have been 
under way for years to avoid this difficulty, but 
so far without success. Companies are organized 
in rapid succession and fall out of sight, but. if 
they keep on long enough they will undoubtedly 
eventually succeed and ramie cloth will consti- 
tute »fine article of merchandise. 

This isa very queer item, coming from 
the source it does. No person that ever 
saw the ramie fiber, or that knows anything 
about the plant, could make the mistake of 
supposing that it bears the remotest relation 
to jute. One might as well say that satin is 
to be substituted for gunny cloth as to say 
that jute bagging is to be superseded by 
ramie fiber. 

Asa matter of fact, however, there seems 
to be a good deal of ignorance on the sub- 
ject, and itis displayed to some extent by 
“the gentleman who has been one of the 


most active experimenters in ramie.’’

direction all experiments are failures, for 
machinery delicate enough to deal with 
ramie must make the treatment of the fiber 
too tedious and too costly to satisfy the de- 
mands and expectations of the capital in- 
vested. 

Yet it is very queer that an experimenter 


formation, should be ignorant of the fact 
that the ramie problem has been solved 
without the aid of costly machinery. It is 
already known in Europe, in India, and 
even in Central America, that the Forbes 
process, invented by Mr. Walter T. Forbes, 
of Atlanta, is a success. In Mexico, the 
process is already in operation, and the 
government of that republic has. practically 
gone into operation with Mr. ‘Forbes. , 

The process is gimplicity itself, and so 
cheap that the cost may be said to be merely 
nominal in comparison with the results ob- 
tained. It is a process that covers the 
treatment and manipulation of ramie from 
the moment the plant is cut tothe moment 
the fiber is ready for the carding machine. 
It is decorticated, degummed, bleached and 
separated without the aid of machinery, and 
no time is lost. Some of the silk mills:in 
Paris have worked samples of the ramie 
produced by Mr. Forbes’s process’ into -the 
most beautiful fabrics, and all that is neces- 
sary for this invention to become a gteat 
boom to the south is for our planters to 
begin the cultivation of the ramie plant, 
which will grow in this latitude with the 
luxuriance of lucerne, or alfalfa... When- 
ever this happens, the south will have 
another agricultural industry more profitable 
than the production of cotton.

' . Mr. Boykin Wright concluded his splendid 
' grgument during the morning. He was fol- 
_ jowed by Hon. W. Y. Atkinson for the state, 
' yho consumed the remainder of the day, but 
has not yet concluded. His argument was 


forcible and exhaustive. 
Mr. Atkinson took the position that the state 


’ owed the lessees nothing, either for improvements 
| or for taxes. 


He said that the language of the original lease 


| pill, as introduced into the legislature, provided 
that the lessees should return the road to the state 
fn like condition as they received, that this was 


stricken out and in as good condition inserted. 
This was done for a reason, and carried with it 
the idea that the road was to be returned in no 
worse condition than received, but that all addi- 
tions to it were to become ~* part of the state’s 


property and be returned to the state as such. 


The lessees, he said, for a long time made no 
At the time Governor 
Brown wrote his letter to Governor Gordon in 
1887 asking for betterments he did not claim any 
of the improvements as trade fixtures, but only 
threatened to run down the road to the danger 
point and so deliver it to the state in the event 
the state refused to pay the betterments, 

The state did not pay and he executed his threat. 
The evidence ib this case shows that while it is 
now necessary to take out at once 100,000 rotten 
crossties, when the lessees received it in 1870 they 
only putin 91,000 crossties the first year, that 
twenty miles of new track were laid in 1870 ana 
that the new lessees would have to lay twenty 
miles of new rail this year, that the bridges of 1870 
lasted some until 1878, and one entirely 
through the lease and that the bridges 
delivered to the State in 1890 
would not answer to handle the business. of 
the road and must be removed. The depots de- 
livered to the state, he said, from Chattanooga to 
Atlanta were proven to be in a dilapidated condi- 
tion. In spite of these facts, however, they 
claimed betterments. He argued that under the 
terms of the resolution creating the commission 
they had no power to consider trade fixtures. 

He argued that all the articles in question were 
apart of the realty; that the rule was that all 
attached to the soil became a part of the realty 
and that the lessees had shown no fact which 
would make them an exception to the rule. 

He read many authorities on the question as 
to what was a fixture as between landlord and 
tenant, and contended that the law as announced 
by Mr. Wright was not in accord with the 
current of authorities. Considerable time was 
consumed in reading and commenting upon cases 
and authorities, and then he passed to a consider- 
ation of the specia) circumstances connected with 
the transaction which showed the intention of the 
parties and proved conclusively that the improve- 
ments placed thereon were properly classed as a 
part of the realty: 

1. There was no proof that they were erected as 
temporary structures. 

2. The language of the lease act shows that it 
was not contemplated that these improvements 
were to be removable. 

3. That the allegation in plaintiffs’ suit that the 
road at the time of the lease was notin a condi- 
tion to do the business and required at oncea 
large outlay, shows that it was contemplated by 
the parties at the time of the contract that the 
lessees were to improve the road. 

4. That the letter of Governor Brown, in 1887, 
knocked the bottom out of the lessee’s case and 
showed that the improvements made were 
recognized by Governor Brown as permanent im- 
provements to the state property. 

5. That the fact that the case was a long one, 
made it more probable that the improvements 
were intended as permanent. 

6. That the evidence showed that the road

The board met in regular session yesterday 
in the mayor’s Office every member except Mr.

Mid- 
dlebrooks after the roll call, “the action of the 
general council in passing up $4,100 for work on 
Thurmond, Lambert, Walnut and others streets 
near the Davis street schoolhouse and for 
putting sidewalks on those streets, too. What 
will you do with it?’’ 

“That’s the Bushville district, isn’t it?” 
asked Mr. Woodward. 

“That’s right,” replied Mr. Shropshire, 
smiling, “and I move that we concurin the 
action of the council.” 

“T’ll second that motion,” said Mr. Wood- 
ward, “if you will include Emma street.” 

“There’s one here for Emma street,” said 
Clerk Wood ward. 

“Oh, then I’m in,” said Mr. Woodward, 
**for a concurrence.” 

The action of the council was concurred in. 

Then the resolution appropriating $300 to 
work in Emma street was concurred in. 

This may be said to be the final adjustment 
of the business—and the work will be done at 
once.

The roadways out Tatnall and [West Hunter 
streets towards the dumping grounds are to be 
worked at a cost of $200. 

The Atianta Street Railway Company was |

The Atlanta, West Endand Fort McPher- 
son street railway line was instructed to put 
Cooper, Richardson and Forsyth streets in as 
good condition as they were before the streets 
were torn up for the track.

doption. 

Mr. Hulsey put himself on a parallel line 
with Mr. Hendrix, and Mr. Reinhardt made a 
strong and effectual plea for the money. 

Mr. Rice, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, asked the advocates of the measure to wait 
until July, saying that he could not tell how to 
secure the money.

Tre upinion of the foregoing gentleman is the 
prevailing one among those who patronize Mr. 
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Lonpon, April 23.—For some years past 
there has been a feeling.of growing discontent, 
real or imaginaty, in some portions of the 
British army. This feeling, it was supposed, 
came toa head about a year ago, when the 
Second Battalion of Gredadier Guards muti- 
nied and were ordered to Bermuda. But this 
morning there is renewed a great excitement 
in military circles, caused by a mutinous dem- 
onstration in almost every particular similar 
to that which caused the Second Battalion of 
Grenadier Guards to be sent to Bermuda in 
disgrace, and again it isthe Grenadier Guards, 
the crack infantry guardsmen of England—the 
famous “British Grenadiers’’—who are in re- 
volt. 

The Third Battalion of Grenadier Guards, 
who are at present quartered at Chelsea bar- 
racks, in this city, were ordered to parade in 
full marching order at 8 o'clock this morning. 
The men, who have been in a sullen frame of 
mind for some time past, refused to obey. 

The officers of the battalion held a hurried 
consultation,and the leading non-commissioned 
officers, in pursuance to the officers’ orders, at- 
tempted to reason with the mutineers and to 
persuade them to turn out and parade, and not 
to bring more disgrace upon the distinguished 
corps to which they belonged. The arguments 
of the n n-commissioned officers eventually 
had some effect upon the angry privates, and 
after a long period of waiting four companies 
of the Third Battalion of Grenadiers straggled 
slowly and with every mark of outward dis- 
content out upon the parade ground of Chelsea 
barracks. The remaining companies, however, 
refused to leave their rooms in the barracks. 
The men having the longest terms of service 
were placed under arrest, and an investigation 
into the cause of the mutiny was commenced, 
in order that a preliminary report upon the 
subject may be placed’ before the 
duke of Cambridge, commander-in-chief of 
the forces. The discontent has been growing 
for along time past. The mutineers, in ex- 
planation of their conduct, claim that the 
order issued to them to parade in full march- 
ing order is an unprecedented step for their 
commanding officer to take upon a day when 
the battalion is called upon to mount guard 
atthe palace, etc., on the same; day. The 
men also declare that they have been long 
subjected to a series of excessive and annoy- 
ing drills, for which there was no cause or 
reason. 

ANOTHER SULKY CROWD. 

The mutiny appears to have been a pre- 
meditated affair. [t was at first supposed 
that the trouble was confined to the guards, 
who are quartered at Chelsea barracks. It is 
now announced that there was also a serious 
display of bad feeling upon the part of a de- 
tachment of Grenadier Guards quartered 
at St. George’s barracks, at the 
of Trafalgar square. This 
morning, @ usual, they were ordered 
to parade, and after some delay did turn out, 
but when they appeared on the parade ground 
it was evident they were in a depressed and 
discontented state of mind. The result was 
that their officers, who had been hastily in- 
formed of the occurrence at Chelsea barracks, 
soon dismissed St. George barracks contingent 
for the day, except those who had been previ- 
ously told off for guard duty. Three of the 
most insubordinate were arrested. 


MORTGAGES IN ALABAMA. 


Bureau Gives the Result of 
Its Investigations. 
WASHINGTON, April 23.—The superintend- 
ent of the census has made public a bulletin 
giving the statistics of mortgages in the states 
of Alabamaand Iowa. -The werk in connec- 
tion with this investigation was performed by 
Special Agents George K. Holmesand John 8. 
Lord. The bulletin shows that the debt in 
force in the state of Alabama on January 1, 
1890, was $39,027,283, of which $28,762,386, or 
73.70 per cent of the total is on acres and $10,- 
35,596, or 26.30 percent of the total is on 
lots. The total is obtained by adding the ex- 
isting debt on acres to the existing debt on 
lots, and is not obtained by computation. A 
large proportion of the debt on acres is 
due toinvestmentsin mining and iron and 
steel manufacture, in counties where in- 
dustrial enterprise recently appeared, having 
a total -debt of $25,093,936, or 64.30 per cent of 
the total debt of the state, while their popula- 
tion is 20.94 per cent of the total population of 
the state. Thedebt of Dallas county, con- 
taining the city of Selma, is $632,755» of 
Mobile county, containing the city of Mobile, 
$468,894, and of Montgomery county, con- 
taining the capital of the state, it is $1,307,625. 
The per capita indebtedness of the state is 
$26. Theamount is highly variable among 
the counties, and is relatively large in coun- 
ties where recent investments of capital have 
been large. The per capita indebtedness of 
Jefferson county is $167, of Colbert county 
$70, and of Morgan county $65. These three 
counties have the highest ratios in the state. 
The average decreases down to $3 to one of 
fy. swage in Marion and Winston counties. 
he average life of mortgages in Alabama is 
short in comparison with the life of mortgages 
in the north. ‘The reason for this seems to be 
that renewals are more frequent in the south. 
Generally the life of mortgages in Alabama is 
from two and oue-half to three and one-half 
years. Taking the average for the state, the 
life of a mortgage on acres is 2.97 years; on 
lots, 2.13 years ; average, 2.73 years. It has been 
impossible to obtain the life of mortgages in 
every county in Alabama, and in most of 
the other states. Insome counties no mort- 
gages of 1880-’83 have been cancelled of 
record ; in other counties the records were in 
such a confused eondition thatthe expense of 
taking cancellations would have been too 
great; while in counties that have been re- 
cently settled no mortgages covering real 
estate were made during 1880-83. The life of 
mortgages in such -counties has been sup- 
plied by life ascertained in neighboring coun- 
ties. 
The proportion of — payments made 
on the face of the total amount of mortgages 
in forve in Alabama is 10.72 per cent.

GRIFFIN, Ga., April tht sence I meet- 
ing of the directors of the alliance was held at 
the warehouse office yesterday.

It was 
shown by today’s meeting that the alliance or- 
ganization in this county has been a benefit, 
not only to themselves, but to Griffin, and as 
setting an example worthy of emulation by 
the order the country over. 

Two seasons ago Mr. B. N. Barrow, a promi- 
nent allianceman and successful farmer, con- 
ceived the idea of establishing an alliance 
warehouse. Calling to his aid a few 
prominent and _§infiuential entlemen, 
the venture was made, and proved 
a financial success, as they then 
thought, that would never again be reached, 
but today’s meeting showed that to date more 
than 16,000 bales of cotton had been weighed. 
Of this number, in the neighborhood of 13,000 
bales were the oe of members of the 
alliance, who will receive as a rebate 45 cents per 
bale. This gives to the farmers something 
like $6,000in dividends. In addition to this 
sum new scales and other repairing has been 
done on the plant, by which their property has 
enhanced in value. :

OSITION IN AN INTERVIEW. 


He Is Not After the Presidency of the Alli- 
ance in the Sense of Being a Candidate. 
How His Name Came to Be Mentioned, 


Colonel W. E. H. Searcey is not a candi- 
date for the presidency of the alliance. 

That is he is not a candidate in the sense in 
which tbat term is generally understood. 

Tn an interview had with that gentleman in 
Griffin, yesterday, he explains his position in 
— matter. While his name has been men- 
nr lem in fact, been formally presented 

y ls county alliance—Colonel Searcey is not 
an active candidate. He says he does not re- 
gard the matte: in the light of a scramble for 
ae and believes the oftice should seek the 

While he does not say so in just those words, 
it is to be inferred from his talk that Colonel 

y does not regard a formal letter of with- 
drawal necessary. 

The interview referred tois furnished by 
Tue Constirution’s Griffin corre 

spondent. 

Coionel Searcey begins by saying, in reply to 
the rumor that he and Senator Ellington had 
decided to withdraw: 

“I have never had a word with Brother 
Ellington about the presidency of the alliance, 
but the statement so far as it refers to me is 3 
mistake. I have never put myself up for any 
office in the alliance, and don’t believe the al- 
liance should have any self-appointed candi- 
dates for its offices. My county alliance, on 
their own motion, met and presented me to 
the State Allianceas a suitable man tobe 
elected to its presidency and instructed its del- 
egates to vote accordingly. After it was done, 
I simply consented and presented the facts to 
the order, and left the matter with the broth- 
erhood. Now, that is all.” 

“You mean to say then that you are still in 
the race ?”’ he was asked. 

“I know nothing about any race. The 
brethren here had no intention of there being 
any race aboutit. Iam simply presented by 
the allianceo the alliance, and the alliance 
can take me or not as it thinks best for the 
order.” 

Of references to the fact that his supposed 
candidacy had been favorably commented 
upon by papers inimical to the alliance, Col- 
onel Searcey says: 

“The Southern Alliance Farmer, our organ, 
under its rules, could not admit my address to 
itscolumns. If it had done so Brother Liv- 
ingston and Brother Ellington would have 
wanted something to appear in their behalf, 
and the organ would have assumed the appear- 
ance of an electioneering sheet, which, of 
course, would be wrong. The organ 
should recognize all true and loyal brethren as 
equals, and its rules require the same showing 
to be given all brethren. I think the ruleis a 
good one. It necessitated the publication of 
my article in the newspapers, and the ‘knights 
of the quill,’ being many of them my personal 
friends of ‘auld lang syne,’ tock occasion to 
compliment me. That’s all of that, except 
that I am thankful for the many kind notices 
given me.” 

The colonel explains the presence in the 
columns of The Farmer, of articles endorsing 
President Livingston, by saying: 

‘*There has been a great controversy going 
on in the order about the governor’s parlor 
caucus. I think about all the lodges have 
spoken on the subject, and the editors have 
written to their hearts full about it. IDllustra- 
tions have been given and the matter pre- 
sented fully, and the editors say they are satis- 
fied and done. The articlesinthe past were 
called out by that caucus, and were inserted 
for the purpose of having the alliance endorse 
Brother Livingston as against that caucus. 
This they did to the satisfaction of the organ. 
Now the rule, excluding personal mention of 
any candidate or personal support of any can- 
didate, must be enforced hereafter, or the 
organ opened to all.”’ 

Speaking, further of his own attitude, he 
said that that the Spalding County Alliance 
put him up, and itis that body that is respon- 
sible for what has been done or what will 
follow. “‘And on that line,’’ he continues, 
‘‘vou can say that if the alliance don’t want 
Spalding’s candidate, they can take the one 
they do want,and we will make no fuss 
about it.’’ 

Colonel Searcey is not an active candidate, 
even if he makes no formal withdrawal.

General E. Pp. Alexander's New Venture—The 
Augusta and West Florida Railroad. 
Railroad News and Gossip. 

There isa rumor to the effect that the #0 
liciting passenger agents, traveling and local, 
are stirred up over the possibility of asweeping 
removal! of all passenger solicitors from the 
employ of the leading lines. This is an idea 
first advanced in the west, where rate wars 
abolished dividends for a time and this was 
followed by a period of extreme retrenchment. 

The ramor possibly grew ont of the com- 
mission’s war which is now being waged. be- 
tween sixty-two roads of the Trunk line, 
Western States and Central Traffic Associa- 
tions against the Chicago and Alton, to make 
it follow the decision of the others and quit 
paying commissions to ticket sellers. 


General E. P. Alexander, president of the 
Georgia Central, has embarked in a promising 
South American railroad enterprise, and his 
name is first on the list of directors, which 
includes some of the most prominent 
railroad men of the country, including one of 
the commissioners of the Intercontinent@l rail- 
way. 

The new road is to be built from Carthagena, 
a fine harbor on the coast of Colombia, to the 
Magdalena river, at a point fifty-two miles 
from the sea. The Republic of Colombia has 
4,000,000 inhabitants, and almost all its com- 
merce passes over the Magdalena river, which 
flows southward from the Caribbean Sea and 
is navigable for 600 miles. There is a popula- 
tion of 2,000,000 people directly tributary to 
this river, and depending on it entirely for 
communication with the outside world. 

This stream is closed at the mouth by shift- 
ing sandbars, which make it impossible for 
ships or steamers to come in from the sea. At 
present goods are carried overland fourteen 
miles, from Savanilla tothe nearest point on 
the river above the sand banks, This is an 
expensive process, and the so-called harbor of 
Savanilla is only an open roadstead, where 
ships are sometimes delayed ten days in un- 
loading on account of exposure tothe sea. At 
Carthagena there is one of the finest harbors in 
the world, and the new railroad company has 
bought the monopoly of the lighterage there. 
The cost of the road will be $1,025,000, and it 
is estimated that the business of 1892 will pay 
15 per cent on the preferred stock. The net 
earnings are expected to be $250,000. The 
freight for the tirst year is estimated at 10,- 
000,000 pounds. All the traffic that goes up 
and down the Magdalena river will pass over 
this railway., 


There seems to be new life in the Augusta 
and West Florida railway. Mr. C, E. Smith, 
representing Mr. Jesse Thompson, of Augusta, 
has been to Thomasville, asking the people 
there to cancel their subscriptions, as Mr. 
Thompson proposes to form a new company 
without the opposing faction and build. the 
road, Itis reported that most of the Thomas- 
ville subscribers have canceled theirjsubscrip- 
tions. Mr. Thompson has graded thirty-five 
miles from Augusta toward Midville and has 
100 men at work on the remaining seventeen 
miles. It is reported that trains will be run- 
ning from Augusta to Midville by 
the ist of. August. Mr. H. H. Tift, 
of Tifton, is building a road 
toward McRae, and that is to bea part of the 
line. 


The Savannah News says the Isle of Hope 
railroad will be running by the Ist of July. 

The Rochelle Recorder says a party of men 

rospecting for a railroad from Atlanta to 

aycross via Rochelle werein that town last 
week. This must mean an extension of the 
Atlanta and Florida. The Waycross Air- 
Line is completed to Douglas, andthe dis- 
tance from there to the House 
Creek line from Abbeville is 
about twenty-five miles. This 
reported under construction. When this is 
finished, the line from Waycross to Abbeville 
will be complete and there will remain a gap 
of only forty or fifcy miles in the air-line from 
Atlanta to Waycross. 

The Calhoun Times notes a report that ‘‘a 
wealthy eastern corporation’’ is negotiating for 
the purchase of the Fort Payne and Eastern 
railroad and will extend it from the Tennessee 
river to the Atlantic by the original route. 

Mr. John S. King, contracting freight agent 
of the East Tennessee railroad at ~ pean has 
been promoted to the position of agent at At- 
lanta. Hecomes warmly commended by The 
Tribune-of-Rome. 

Mr. W. M. Darby, for a long time secretary 
to President J. D. Williamson, of the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus road, has aecepted 
a position at Panama with the Panama rail- 
way under Colonel Rives, formerly of Vir- 
ginta. He will stop awhile in New York en 
route. Mr. Darby is an expert stenographer 
familiar with the railroad business. 

“The people of Atlanta have no idea of the 
through passenger business that leaves here to 
go east,’’ remarked Mr. McClesky yesterday. 
“Sixty through passengers left on our vesti- 
bule train at 10:10 today and the average is 
forty-three. This will show whether the ves- 
tibule will stick.” 

In the notice of change of schedule of this 
train the other day the time of departure on 
and after April 26th, was stated as12:35. This 
is a mistake of ten minutes. It will be 12:25. 

A Change of Schedule. 

On and after the 26th of November an impor- 
tant change of schedule on the Georgia Pacific 
goes on. Passenger train No. 51, which reaches 
here now at 2:20 o’clock, will be operated as a lim- 
ited train—making no stops between Tallapoosa 
and Atlanta—reaching here about 12 o’clock, to 
connect with the Richmond and Danville for 
Washington. The Richmond and Danvills sched- 
ule for the train, which leaves here at 10:10 o’clock 
now, will be changed to suit, leaving, instead, 
soon after noon. 

That gives Birmingham close connection with 
the east—twenty-five and one-half hours to Wash- 
ington and thirty-one hours to New York. 

This is at the cost of some inconvenience to 
local ._passenger traffic, for most of the stations on 
the line will then have practically but one train 
daily to Atlanta. 

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern. 

Athens people are very much interested in 
the building of this road. A prominent cit- 
izen of that place said here yesterday: 

‘The iron is laid now seven miles this side 
of Elberton, and trains will be running to 
Athens by July. The road will be completed 
to Atlanta by December. It is already graded 
to Lawrenceville, and the work is being 
pushed rapidly towards Atlanta.”’

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 23.—The stock market today, es- 
pecially in the forenoon, was an extremely active and 
buoyant one, with a quieter state of affairs in the aft 
ernoon and some concessions from the high prices of 
the early trading. In considération of the amount of 
business transacted; the strength shown was in many 
respects remarkable. Rock Is!and was especially buoy- 
ant, but most of the others did not get as much as1 per 
cent above their opening figure, and the Gould stocks 
and Industrials were not only sluggish today, but in- 
clined to weakness at times. To the latter Lead trust 
was an exception, and displayed great strength 
throughout the day with comparatively a large amount 
of business. Foreigners were credited with being sel- 
lers of the Grangers, but Louisville and Nashville was, 
throughout the forenoon, one of the strongest stocks 
on the list, keeping pace with the leaders. Chicago 
gas, notwithstanding the prominence of the Chicago 
party in the market, was left to take the same course 
as the other Industrials, although it improved late in 
the day. Outside of Rock Island, however, there was 
no marked movement among the active stocks, but the 
inactive shares furnished several instances, Chicago 
and Hast Illinois stocks, Lake Erie and Western pre- 
ferred, Flint and Pere Marquette, and one or two 
others scoring handsome gains. The opening was 
made at irregular changes from last night’s prices, 
but the majority were from ‘\, to ‘4 per cent higher, 
and under the influence of heavy buying and efforts to 
realize on the advances of yesterday, an extremeiy 
large business was done, but at advancing prices all 
along the line. The urgent demand was, ina measure, 
satisfied in the first half hour, but the most extreme 
activity prevailed throughout the forenoon, and no 
concessions were made during that time. The reac- 
tionists were again at work in the afternoon, however, 
but with only slight eflect. The market is growing 
broader, and in consequence every setback increases 
the number of buying orders. The Industrials were 
hammered heavily in the afternoon, and Sugar dropped 
off 1% per cent, but rallied somewhat later. The mar- 
ket finaily closed active and firm at close to the best 
prices. Final changes are generally fractional ad- 
vances, and Burlington is up 1‘,, while Sugar is down 
1% percent. Sales listed, 396,000 shares; unlisted, 55,-

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, April 28.—-When trading began on 
‘change this morning it looked as. if.the bears were 
booked for another victoriotis catipatth. Cahle ‘ad- 
vices were decidedly in their favor, receipts were 
heavy, and the weather was fine for the growing crop. 
Accordingly, the bears began selling wheat right and 
left at the opening, starting the market 4@‘» lower 
than it was at the close yesterday. Their determined 
selling sent it off to a point Yiasg below yesterday’s 
last figures within a few minutes. Then they discov- 
ered that they had underestimated the strength of the 
bulis, who snapped up all of their offerings and called 
for mere; the course of prices changed, and from that 
time on tended upward, with one or two unimportant 
breaks. The resnit wasa net advance of 4c over yes- 
terday’s last figures. The other cereals and hog prod- 
ucts were also strong, and scored material advances, in 
sympathy with wheat. At the opening in the wheat 
pit, July started at 108'4 to 108'4 and, with heavy sell- 
ing, broke to 108 and then lifted to 109'5. Later cables, 
noting a further decline in Paris and Liverpool, 
brought July back to 109, but buying by Dunn, Hutch- 
inson and New Yorkers lifted it to 110‘4. When it was 
announced that the corner in April flour at Paris had 
collapsed and that prices had declined equal to $1 per 
barrel, July sold off to 109%. From this price it ral- 
lied to 110',. The bears had the advantage in the way 
of news; but the sentiment in favor of an upturn was 
decidedly against them and prevailed, the closing 
prices being practically at the top. 

The corn market opened very weak and at a decline 
of‘. to 4. Thé lowest prices of the day were made in 
the first two minutes of the session.

- ATLANTA, Ga., April 23.—Editor Constitution: 
Since | have returned from Henderson, N. C., a 
great deal of interest has been manifested in the 
ease of Dan Mall pending there, and the telegram 
in yesterday's Journal from Raleigh has intensi- 
| fedthissome. I went to Henderson at the in- 
' stance of Mrs. Dan Hall for the purpose of ascer- 
taining his situation, and of being of what aid I 
could to him. 

The proceeding against Mr. Hall is peculiar to

ceeding Hallis nowy jail. Under this proceed- 
ing, if the suit is for a> obligation based on con- 
tract, the defendant, if insolvent, on giving 
twenty days’ notice, nay surrNnder what property 
he has and be discharged from prison, and Hall is 
trying to avail himself of this, b) giving up every- 
even his wearing apparel, but 
relentless Burgwy> will not agree,

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PERJURY 4 FREQUENT OFFENSE IN 
THE UNITED STATES COURTS. 


What the United States District Attorney 
Has to Say About This Evil—The Difmfi- 
culty in Securing a Conviction. 


The United States court officials are after 
the perjurers, 

The grand jury which just completed its 
labors found a number of indictments against 
people charged with that very serious crime, 
and the authorities intend tosee that the guilty 
ones are punished. 

District Attorney Darnell was talking about 
this matter yesterday. 

“The criminal calendar showing the prose- 
cutions for perjury,” he said, ‘does not show 
by any means the actual amount of false 
Swearing that is done. Perjury is so subtle an 
offense that itis only in the most flagrant 
Cases that we can successfully ask a| jury fora 
Verdict of guilty. Often a man will make an 
afiidavit before acommissioner,upon which the 
deputy collector in internal revenue cases 
SWwears out the warrant, making 
under oath a clear statement without 
any equivocation. Yet when called up 
&5 & witness in the higher courts fails or re- 
fuses to recall anything distinctly and with ‘I 
can’t remember’ or ‘I don’t recollect’ so 
shadows the case in doubt that the jury ac- 
quits the defendant. We know he does recol- 
lect but we can’t prove it. 

“In other cases where it is clear that perjury 
has been committed, conviction is very diffi- 
cult. A witness will swear before the commis- 


| sioner that he saw the defendant at work in an 


illicit distillery, andin the district court that 
he never did see him do any work or even at a 
distillery. In such a caseit becomes necessary 
to elect where the perjury was committed. 
And whether you allege in your 
bill that the witness swore will- 
fully and knowingly false in saying 
the man charged with working in a distillery 
did work, or whether you allege he swore 
falsely in saying he did not work, you will, 
under the law, have to negative what was 
sworn by the witness, and it is easy to see that 
this is a hard task.’’ 

“‘How then do you manage ever to securea 
conviction ?” 

“‘Well, some are so bold that they go still 
further and swearthat they never were sworn 
in the case before or that they never made the 
affidavit. The judge held in the William 
Carder case, who was recently convicted, that 
testimony on that point was material and 
would sustain a conviction.”’ 

“The grand jury found many indictments 
for perjury during its late session, did it not?” 

‘Four bills were found based on the circum- 
stances such asI have just mentioned. The Vir- 
gil Foster case is a typical one. Foster made 
an aftidavit before Commissioner Collins that 
he had seen Bethel Saterfield working in an 
illicit distillery. Saterfield was arrested and 
brought before Commissioner Baker, at Dah- 
lonega. Foster was present as a witness. The 
defendant waived a hearing-and gave bond, 
but as required by the rules of court Foster 
was sworn, and his testimony taken down by 
the coramissioner. Doubtless Saterfield was 
When the 
case came up before the district court, Foster 
swore he had never seen Saterfield at a dis- 
tillery ; that he never made the affidavit before 
Mr. Collins, and that he never was 
before Mr. Baker as a witness. At my 
request Judge Newman had the witness 
sy under arrest, and that afternoon 

16 went to jail in default of the bond required 
of him. We are determined, so far asis within 
our power, to suppress perjury and teach wit- 
fiesses that it is not safe to violate their oath 
in the United States court.’’ 

‘‘Are there other cases where you know per- 
jury has been committed ?’’ 

‘*Yes, witnesses swearthey knew nothing 
about a distillery when they plowed for two 
months in fifty feet of it, or similiar circum: 
stances, where you know they must know. 
And case after case comes before the commis- 
sioner where the original afliant swearsin his 
aflidavit that certain persons saw the offense 
committed while they, when sworn as wit- 
nesses, say they know nothing about it. I 
don’t want to be understood as saying that all 
witnesses in revenue cases are willing to commit 
perjury, but that offense is committed to an 
alarming degree.”’

THE VERDICT INTHE CASE OF THE 
STATE VS. CHARLES TAYLOR. 


The Jury Decides that He Is the Man Who 
Committed the Dastardly Assault 
Upon Miss McClure. 


Charles Taylor was found guilty yesterday. 

The verdict of the jury was that he was 
guilty of an assault with intent to murder. 

The story of the crime was told in yester- 
day’sConstiTuTIon. Miss McClure was set 
upon by a negro, while passing through a dark 
w near her home, and received a terrible 
knife wound in the throat. 

AVhen the case came up she identified him 
with sufficient certainty to confirm the fact of 
his guilt in the minds of the jurors. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Frank G. Walker 
made a strong speech in defense of his client, 

lowed by Mr. Carter; and Mr. R. E. Sibley 
madexthe concluding argument for the defense. 

Mr. Sibley made a most telling speech, and 
argued his case with great ability. 

Solicitor HilNmade the concluding address, 
and it was ond of those speeches that are 
irresistible before\ a jury, just such as Mr. 
Hillis noted for. \__ 

Judge Richard H. Clark delivered a fair 
and impartial charge, and the jury retired. 

After being out for some time, the jury came 
in, and Foreman Goldsmith announced the 
verdict, guilty. 

Taylor was remanded to jail, and will re- 
ceive his sentence along with a number of 
othercriminals that have been found guilty 
during the present session of the criminal 
court. 

Although no notice has been given, the 
attorneys for the defense will probably make a 
motion for a new trial. 

The evidence in the case was of a varied 
character, but sufficient to fix the fact of Tay- 
lor’s guilt firmly in the minds of the jurors, 
and the negro will probably receive the fuil 
extent of the law, asthe crime was a most 
cowardly and dastardly one.
